CHICAGO'S FIRST 
CATHEDRAL IS 


Edifice in Ruins. 

While the weather beaten bronze 
bell in the granite tower slowly tolled 
its own requiem, the Cathedral of SS. 
Peter and Paul, landmark of Chicago 
days when the “ Gold Coast” centered 
around its site at Peoria street and 
Washington boulevard, was almost to- 
tally destroyed by fire last night. 

All the occupants of the priests’ 
house and the mission house escaped 
injury. By heroic work the Rev. 
Charles L. Street, priest in charge, and 
the Rev. E. P. Sabin saved the sacred 
vessels and vestments. Of the build- 
ing itself only the granite walls, laid 
in 1852, remain. 

_ The Rev. Mr. Street, in charge under 
the direct supervision of Bishop Ander- 
son, discovered the fire shortly after 
nine o'clock. It originated in the floor- 
ing above the heating plant boiler. 
He called the Rey. Mr. Sabin. They 
hurried into the smoke-filled cathedral. 

Sisters Flee From Home. 

In the mission house were Sister 
Superior Janet of the Sisters of St. 
Mary, Sister Katherine Ann, Sister 
Prisca, Evelyn Booth, a social worker, 
and two deaconesses. Sister Prisca, 
slightly overcome by smoke} was aided 
down a fire escape by Miss Booth. 

The first alarm, phoned to the de- 
partment, brought engine company No. 
34 and truck company No. 2. They im- 
mediately turned in a 4-11 alarm. Half 
an hour later engines pumped water in 
steady streams through broken win- 


dows and doors and through flame filled 


gaps in the roof. 

Fifty yards from the burning struc- 
ture the three sisters of St. Mary hud- 
died close to an iron grating, peering 
with tear-filled eyes toward the fast 
disintegrating building. From the 
front door of the structure poured a 
foot deep stream of water. Upon it 
floated wrecked remnants of furnish-

Bell Tolls Cathedral’s Requiem. 


Amongst it all came slowly the toll 
of the church bell. The rope had 
burned through and the bronze ham- 
mer trembled to the sway of the 
weakened roof. Across the street half 
of the thousand spectators stood with 
bared heads. On a corner stood a 
social worker ankle deep in a stream 
of water, holding the cathedral cat 
wrapped in a gayly colored strip of 
blanket. 

The Cathedral of SS. Peter and Pau) 
was the first attempt at a cathedral by 
the Protestant Episcopal! church in the 
United States. It was opened to the 
public on Easter day, 1861. It had 
been built througg the influence of 
the Rt. Rev. Henry J. Whitehouse, who 
died in 1874. 

At that time it was called the bishop’s 
chapel. Peoria and Washington streets, 
its site, was then a fashionable resi- 
dence district, the home district of Chi-! 
cago’s wealthiest citizens. In 1883 a 
clergy house, erected at a cost of 
$20,000, was added to the cathedral, and 
since that time a mission house also 
has been built. 

Scene of Heresy Trial. 

It was in this cathedral that the late 
Bishop Cheney was tried for heresy 
in eennection with the founding of 
the Reformed Episcopal church. Here 
it was, also, that Dean Walter T. 
Sumner, vice campaigner and chair- 
man of the Chicago vice commission, 
directed his campaign to eliminate 
bad conditions in the district. Dean 
Sumner was named bishop of Oregon 
in 1915. The parish hall—Sumner hall 
—was buit and named in honor of the 


dean.

PAY MORE 


Allies and Germans

LONDON, March 6.—-When the allied 
supreme council meets tomerrow to 
hear Germany’s final word on repara- 
tions, Dr. Walter Simons, chief of the 
German delegation, will express Ger- 
many’s willingness to make a new 
offer more nearly approaching the de- 
mands of the Paris accord’‘than did the 

first counter proposals. 

The German foreign minister will 
not be prepared to outline the new 
proposals in full, but will explain it 
broadly as a scheme which Germany 
believes will be acceptable to the allies. 

This is all that was required by the 
ultimatum presented last Thursday for 
the allies by Prime Ministgr Lioyd 
George, who said: 

“The Germans must declare their 
readiness to submit something equiva- 
lent to the allied demands.” 

Dr. Simons made the folluwing 
statement tonight: 

“The German delegation has been 
invited by the president of the con- 
ference to put forward new proposals 
by. which the gulf between the allied 
claims and the German offer might be 


owe aré earnestly seeking a way of 
solving this.problem and to find a path 
| jeading to understanding. 

“I repedt wé are prepared to do our 
uttermost and that we are of good 
will, for that is the essential condition 
to any accord. But our good will finds 
its natural] limit in Germany’s capac- 
ity and resources. The treaty itseif 
recognizes this. 


Wants World Codéperation. 

“Furthermore, the economic prob- 
lems of our time are such that cotiper- 
ation of all countries are necessary for 
their solution and the reparation prob- 
lem is doubtless a leading factor there 
in. 

“We have only labor and industria} 
| products to offer in payment, but just 
these two are in many cases undesir- 
able to countries entitled to repara- 
tion if they appear as competition. 

“Careful consideration therefore is 
necessary and full collaboration on 
both sides.” . 

Discard Original Plan, 

The Germans have dropped the idea 
of explaining their original counter 
'propesals, being now convinced that 
these are wholly inacceptable. They 
will therefore offer something entirely 
new, based on a plan for new taxation 
on German luxuries, such as beer, 
tobaceo, candy, tea, and coffee. 

On one point they are still deter- 
-mined, and that is that the debt must 
| be cleared off within thirty years, not 
forty-two. 
| “We won't leave a burden on our 
grandchildren,” said one leading deie- 
gate today. 

' This has been one of the chief ditii- 
culties in the former proposals. An- 
‘other is the dispute as to the value of 
deliveries already made to the allies 
and whether they are to be included 
in the reparations count. The Ger- 
mans are willing te-discuss and “ climb 
down” on these polnts. 

| Hope for Short Recess. 

The Germans hope that when Dr. 
Simons concludes his speech tomorrow 
there will be an adjournment for a day 
or two to enable the new proposals to 
be worked out in detail. The alterna. 
tive is refused by the allies to consider 
the new offer and a final rupture. 

‘I have been informed on good author. 
‘ity that Dr. Simons conferred privately 
last night with Mr. Lioyd George and 
‘Premier Briand. All three refuse to 
confirm or deny this. It is certain that 
Dr. Simons left his hotel late and was 
absent several hours. Mr. Lioyd 
George did not go to Chequers Court 
until! this morning, and Premie 
Briand remained at the Hyde Park 
hotel,

Rulings Asked on Beer 
and Church Wine. 


Washington, D. C., March 6.—Regu- 
lations further restricting the distribu- 
tion of liguor—now confined to manu- 
facturers and wholesale druggiste— 
have been drawn up and await the ap- 
proval of the new administration. 

The regulations as drafted by pro- 
hibition officials would limit manufac- 
turers to the sale of their own products 
and forbid them to dispose of other 
manufactures containing alcohol. Such 
a step would practically limit the dis- 
tribution of liquor to wholesale drug- 
giste. 

Protests against elimination of the 
wholesale liquor dealers. have been 
made by representatives of the Catho- 
lic, Episcopal, and Lutheran denomina- 
tions, who declared they have been ac- 
customed to purchase sacramental 
wine of a standard ‘quality from the 
wholesale dealers. 

The Case for Beer. 

Elimination of the dealers, the 
churchmen declared, would cut off their 
source of supply. The internal rev-

HEAD LETTUCE. | 
ERE\are probably more failures 
among small gardeners in their 
attempts to grow head lettuce 
than in the raising of any other 
vegetable. Season after season home 
Sardeners have failed, and now most 
of them have turned the job over to 
the commercial grower. The amateur 
can grow crispy lettuce~heads if he 
will study the plant’s requirements and 
supply its needs. Neglecting to sow 
the seed early is a common cause for 
failure. 

Lettuce must be grown in cool 
weather, and if the starting of the 
plants is delayed until it/is warm, the 
heads do not usually heve time to form 
before hot weather. 

It is always doubtful, in sections 
this far north, whether the heading 
of lettuce will be successful if the 
plants are not started under glass and 
transferred to the open. The seed 
should be planted in hotbeds or started 
in boxes in the house six weeks before 
setting them out.

a mile of palmetto scrub to view the 
body of a shark that has heen washed 
ashore. The shark-curious citizenry 
of Melbourne Beach did this some days 
ago, only to learn that the tide had 
carried the shark out to sea again.

I do not doubt that a live, good sized 
man-eating Shark in an aquarium 
would be the greatest drawing card | 
of any living object. That people are | 
interested in fish is shown by the fact | 
that the aquarium in New York is at- 
tended by more people than any attrac- 
tion in that city. 

The whale is not even related to the 
fishes, being a warm blooded animal 
that suckles its young, while gharks 
differ from true fishes, having cartilag- 
inous skeletons and in other ways that 
are of more interest to scientists than 
to the world at large. 

The man-eating or great white shark 
is a formidable critter, reaching a 
length of thirty feet, but indeed puny 
compared with some of his ancestors. 
who exceeded ninety feet in length and 
had six-inch teeth. However, the 
present day man eater is big enough 
and unbelievably bold and swift. They 
are found all over the world, but are 
nowhere plentiful. The alleged man 
eater of northern waters is the bask- 
ing, elephant or bone shark, a lazy, 
feeble fellow, that has the distinction 
of being the largest living fish, reach- 
ing a length of almost forty feet. The 
large common sharks of warm waters 
are whale sharks, blue sharks, and 
thrashers.

INDUSTRY 
SAYS 


Reserve Bank Alone Stays 
Panic, Banker Holds. 


American industrial conditions are 
as critical as at any period within the 
last 44 years, not excepting 1893 and 
1907, in the opinion of David R. For- 
gan, president of the National City 
Bank of Chicago, who spoke yester- 
day before the Current Events class of 
the First Congregational church of 
Evanston. Only the federal reserve 
banking system prevents a panie, in 
his view. 

Replying to a question, he said the 
United States government should not 
cance! the debts of Great Britain and 
other countries, but instead these debts 
should be refunded with an’ iasue of 
fifty year bonds. A sinking fund fer 


their payment should be provided. 
Then at the expiration of the fifty year 
period, the countries will be able to 
clear their indebtedness, he declared. 
He termed Europe’s war ‘shattered 
credits a millstone for the United 
States, 
Pre-War Basis Far Away. 


“The condition of prices of raw ma. 
terials and other commodities may fe 
back to normal in three months,”. Mr 
Forgan said, “but prophets on eco 
nomic matters declare it will be five 
years before conditions the country 
reach their pre-war basis. On raw ma. 
terials which are now down to a low 
price level there will be a ‘ psycho- 
logical reaction’ which in a few 
months should send prices up again.” 

Mr. Forgan called attention to re- 
ports of large industrial’ companies 
during the last few months in which 
large losses were shown and said they 
indicate the “present industrial con- 
dition of the country and its general 
economic welfare are extremely grave.” 

Finds Radicals Busy. 

Coupled with the ills of the country 
is an industrial unrest which presents 
a problem equally grave, according to 
Mr. Forgan. 

“I recently talked to a lumberman 
who had completed a survey of camps 
in the northwest,” said Mr. Forgan. 
“ He told me that he found Jumbermen 
were reading quantities of radical and 
inflammatory literature spread by bol- 
shevistic forces for the purpose of in- 
citing bolshevism and unrest. 

“ The labor situation, because of the 
radical element which is continually 
at work, presents.a problem which is 
definitely associated with the ailments 
of the land.”

A great virtue of potato au gratin is 
that it keeps hot. It is dificult not 
to preach and scold about the bad 
habits we get into by eating tepid 
foods. Either positive heat or cold 
brings out flavors wonderfully.

New York, March 6.—[ Special. ]-—A 
week ago there was more or less con.

prevalent when conditions in finance and 
business are unpleasant, and it will ap- 


peal most strongly of all when the mar-s 


kets themselves have fallen into a state 
of perplexity and bewilderment. Such a 
situation evidently existed; the répara- 


tions conference convened and the change ) 


‘of administration occurred, but the mar- 
kets and the financial attitude which 
governs them were exactly the same at 
the end of the week as at the begin- 
ning. 

Little Response to Big Events. 

The course of last week's markets, 
both at home and abroad—not so much 
the character of their movement as the 
lack of any definite movement whatever 
—Was such as might have indicated 
either the total irresponsiveness of finan- 
cia] sentiment to’ large political develop- 
ments or its judgment that the occur- 
rences of the week had in no respect 
changed the political situation. 

From the financial viewpoint there is 
something to say for the second of these 
suppositions. Notwithstanding the grave 
possibilities describe® in the London 
cables as a possible result of the dead- 
lock at the conference, nothing has hap- 
pened which was,not expected in finan- 
cial circles. The preposterous counter 
Proposition by the German delegates, its 
rejection by the allies, and reconsidera- 
tion of their proposals by the Germans, 
were entirely in line with expectations. 

Harding Address Faifs to stir. 


The possibility existed that Mr. Hard- 
ing’s inaugural address would declare so 
positively for concrete policies of a con- 
structive sort, notably in foreign rela- 
tions and government finances, that the 
obscurity in those directions would be 
‘measurably cleared up. Nobody serious- 
ly contends that the inaugural has ac- 
complished anything of the sort. 

comments on it elicited from po- 
litical leaders indicate that men of ex- 
actly opposite opinions are interpreting 
the generalities of the speech as favor- 
ing the position of each side, and the 
soméwhat perfunctory comments of 
financial leaders suggest more interest 
over what Mr. Harding did not say than 
at what he said. This is nothing un- 
usual with an inaugural address; dec- 
laration of actual policies is usually re- 
served for messages to the new con- 
gress, with specific recommendations. 
But it made-the absence of any response 
by the. financial markets quite - intelli- 
gible. 

Move of Some Kind Due. 

‘It is one of the traditions of the stock 
exchange that when the market had 
“gone dead,” when legitimate business 
either for sales or purchases has sunk 
to negligible volume, and when ever the 
activities of professional spéculators ac- 
complish nothing more than driving 
prices for a few stocks in one diféction 
and then letting prices go back-to the 
previous level, that state of things fore- 
Shadows the beginning, before long, of 
@ definite and sustdined movement in 
@ne or the other direction. 

It is not a wholly reliable tradition 
because sometimes the invésting pub- 
lic’s inertia is persistent, and the ad- 
vances or declines in stocks, even when 


vigorously begun, turn out very soon 


have been a false start. The upward 
movement of prices in January and the 
first stages of the recent decline in the 
shares of industrial companies both had 
the appearance of abortive attempts to 
@rouse a financial public which did not 
Mean to be aroused. 
Predicted Changes Fall to Come. 


Both movements, however, seemed to / 


lack the real foundation. The Janu- 
ary rise was pivoted on expectation of 
an immediate fall in money rates, which 
did not occur. The February decline 
was based on the. supposition that the 
investing public would be dismayed at 
unfavorable company reports which 
had been foreshadowed by the visible 
events of 1920 and “ discounted” in the 
1920 stock market. 

If the money market were presently 
to return to normal rates, or if the nu- 
merous company insolvencies which 
have been predicted but have not oc- 
curred, were to happen, a distinct turn 
might be given to the whole financia! 
market. 

But it Is usually the experience at such 
times that the occurrences which are 
afterward remembered as “ marking the 
turn” were events which had been 

_nmeither predicted nor expected. Of the 
present situation it may at least be said 
that, since almost every possible event 
of an unfavorable character has lately 
figured in stock/exchange prophecy, the 
chances favor a surprise of a reassuring 
character. 

No Selling on Bad News. 

‘It ts also a commonplace that the 
market in which the real holders of 
stocks will not sell en bad news (of 
which Wall street has lately had an 
abundance) at least in shape to rise 
on an unexpectedly good development. 
This is the most that can be said of the 
present positions, and perhaps it is not 
much to gay. 

To those who look ahead, the increas- 
ingly strong position of the federal re- 
serve, after the temporary relapse of a 
week ago, is a fact-of primary impor- 
‘ance. It means at any rate that what.

Such a 
situation evidently existed; the répara- 
tions conference convened and the change 
of administration occurred, but the mar- 
kets and the financial attitude which 
governs them were exactly the same at 
the end of the week as at the begin- 
ning. 
Little Response to Big Events. 

The course of last week's markets, 
both at home and abroad—not so much 
the character of their movement as the 
lack of any definite movement whatever 
—was such as might have indicated 
either the total irresponsiveness of finan- 
cial sentiment to large political develop- 
ments or its judgment that the occur- 
rences of the week had in no respect 
changed the political situation. 

From the financial viewpoint there is 
something to say for the second of these 
suppositions. Notwithstanding the grave 
possibilities describe® in the London 
cables as a possible result of the dead- 
lock at the conferenee, nothing has hap- 
pened which was, not expected in finan- 
cial circles. The preposterous counter 
proposition by the German delegates, its 
rejection by the allies, and reconsidera- 
tion of their proposals by the Germans, 
were entirely in line with expectations. 


Harding Address Falfs to Stir. 


The possibility existed that Mr. Hard- 
ing’s inaugural address would declare so 
positively for concrete policies of a con- 
structive sort, notably in foreign rela- 
tions and government finances, that the 
obscurity in those directions would be 
measurably cleared up. Nobody serious- 
ly contends that the inaugural has ac- 
complished anything of the sort. 

comments on it elicited from po- 
litical leaders indicate that men of ex- 
actly opposite opinions are interpreting 
the géneralities of the speech as favor- 
ing the position of each side, and the 
somewhat perfunctory comments of 
financial leaders suggest more interest 
over what Mr. Harding did not say than 
at what he said. This is nothing un- 
usual with an inaugural address; dec- 
laration of actual policies is usually re- 
served for messages to the new con- 
gress, with specific recomme ndations. 
- But it made the absence of any resporise 
by the financial markets quite intelli- 
‘gible. 


Move of Some Kind Due. 

It is one of the traditions of the stock 
exchange that when the market had 
“gone dead,” when legitimate business 
either for sales or purchases has sunk 
to negligible volume, and when ever the 
activities of professional speculators ac- 
complish nothing more than driving 
prices for a few stocks in one aifection 
and then letting prices go back to the 
previous level, that state of things fore- 
shadows the beginning, before long, of 
a-definite and sustdined movement in 
ene or the other direction. 

It. is not a wholly reliable tradition 
because sometimes the investing pub- 
lic’s inertia ts persistent, and the ad- 
vances or declines in stocks, even when 
vigorously begun, turn out very soon to 
have been a false start. The upward 
movement of prices in January and the 
first stages of the recent decline in the 
shares of industrial companies both had 
the appearance of abortive attempts to 
arouse a financial public which did not 
mean to be aroused. 

Predicted Changes Fall to Come. 


Roth movements, however, seemed to 

lack the real foundation. The Janu- 
ary rise was pivoted on expectation of 
an immediate fall in money rates, which 
aid not occur. The February decline 
was based on the supposition that the 
investing public would be dismayed at 
unfavorable company reports which 
Jad been foreshadowed by the visible 
events of 1920 and “ discounted ” in the 
1920 stock market. 
_¥f the money market were presently 
to return to normal rates, or if the nu- 
merous company insolvencies which 
have been predicted but have not oc- 
curred, were to happen, a distinct turn. 
might be given to the whole financial 
market. 

But it Is usually the experience at suc 
times that the occurrences which are 
afterward remembered as “ marking the 
turn” were events which had been 
neither predicted nor expected. Of the 
present situation it may at least be said 
that, since almost every possible event 
of an unfavorable character has lately 
figured in stock/exchange prophecy, the 
chances favor a surprise of a reassuring 
character. 

No Selling on Bad News.
